Heart Attack Follows Walk Down 
Town— Was Highly Respected 
Citizen 


Tho mnny friends of Alexander L. 
Caskey wore shocked beyond measure 
by tin' Midden summons which called 
him front this life about live o’clock 
Thursday evening. There had been no 
Indication of a change from Ills usual 
health and he had been down town 
greeting friends within an hour. 

Returning home, Mr. Caskey stopped 
in the yard where Mrs. Caskey was 
reclining in a chair: after reading her 
some news Item he remarked that It 
was glowing chilly and Started for the 
house. As lie was about to ascend 
the steps he fell to the ground, ap¬ 
parently as the result of an attack of 
heart weakness. Mrs. Caskey sum¬ 
moned Ibeir daughter, Mrs. Lord, out 
efforts to revive him were futile. They 
hastily summoned (Ireer Caskey from 
bis home nearby, who brought medical 
aid. Hut examination seemed to indi¬ 
cate that the end had followed the fall 
within a few moments. 

Mr. Caskey was nearly seventy-four 
years of age, and a native of Middle- 
town, ,\. Y., where lie spent his boy¬ 
hood. in 1X47 he removed to Minne¬ 
sota. He enlisted on the ilrst call to 
arms in 1X61 and re-enlisted for the 
remainder of the four years of service. 

11 «- served both on the frontier during 
Hie Indian outbreak and at the south. 
In 1881 la- removed to Missouri where 
hi' resided until coining to Sierra 
Madre eight years ago. 

Mr. and Mrs. Caskey observed the 
fiftieth anniversary of their wedding on 
the fourth of the present month. To 
them w ere born nine children, of whom 
eight are living. They are Irving Cas¬ 
key and Mrs. Meyer, of Outlook, Wash¬ 
ington, Mrs. Frank Bible, at present 
in Philadelphia: C.reer Caskey, Mrs.

Any pretty trifle made to contain 
pins makes an acceptable gift for 
Christmas.

One 
of the first steps in the plan will be to 
send to Europe a committee of seven, 
who will study governmental problems. 
Reports' Indicate that Meyer Llssner 
will be named as one of the number. 
It is to be hoped the reports are true, 
though not to please the reactionary 
crowd, who would gladly see him out 
of the country to stay. There are few 
keener students of the science of 
government, a* fact which his political 
opponents are prone to overlook. In 
trying to account for his success as a 
political general they afil to see that 
in addition torn genius for political or¬ 
ganization he possesses a thorough 
Knowledge of political and sociological 
principles and of the practical work¬ 
ings of experiments in all parts of the 
world. Some of the so-called "new' 
progressive policies have long been old 
in foreign countries. Naturally the best 
place to study governmental experi¬ 
ments is where they are being tried out 
anil Mr. Llssner is well qualified to get 
the essential facts In such situation.

PARTIES AND THE STATE. 

The California Outlok has launched 
a discussion which is now being par ¬ 
ticipated in by inemhers-eleet of the 
legislature and by public officials and 
politicians throughout the state. This 
has to do with the manner in which 
caucuses shall be held in the next leg 
islature. if they are held at all. 

The Outlook believes that the time 
has come when the strict party lines 
heretofore observed in legislative, ses¬ 
sions should be wiped out. It ure2?s 
that the duty of the legislators is sim¬ 
ply to take care of the interests of the 
people of the state, without attempt¬ 
ing to use their offices and their votes 
for the purpose of building up political 
parties. It Voints out that In nearly 
all cities in California non-partisan¬ 
ship is now the order in municipal ad¬ 
ministration. The results secured have 
been very satisfactory. There is •) 
reason, it argues, why members of to • 
legislature should haggle about party 
matters and waste their time In doing 
useless petty politics when the ini-', 
ests of the state are so large as to i ■- 
roand all the time, attention and wis¬ 
dom that can he applied t<> them bv 
the members of the law-making body 

The principle laid down is that if 
there are to he caucuses for the pur¬ 
pose of organizing tlie senate and as¬ 
sembly, there should he only one line 
of division, and that a line separating 
members who are in favor of enacting 
progressive legislation from those who 
will oppose everything of a progressive 
nature. 

The membership of the assembly Is 
eighty and of the senate forty. In the 
coming assembly there will he forty- 
five mem hers elected as Progressive 
Republicans, twenty-five elected as 
Democrats, nine who are known as 
Taft Republicans and one Socialist. In 
the upper house there are twenty- 
si veil Progressive Republicans, .ua 
Democrats and three Taft Republicans. 
I; will thus he seep that the Pro¬ 
gressives have a majority in •each 

hOUNC. 

I'nder the old system which obtained 
when the Herrin regime was in contfd 
the majority always caucused, took a'j 
the patronage and denied patronage 
privilege* to members of the minority. 
The majority caucus also controlled 
the course of legislation on all import¬ 
ant subjects. This year a situation is 
presented which bids fair, if the rig it 
policy is adopted, to wipe out mere 
partisan lines and allegiances and > 
secure the co-operation of all pro¬ 
gressives of all parties. 

The plot hod l,y which this could b» 
brought about would be if caucus—if 
any caucus is held of all Progressive, 
members of the legislature without re¬ 
spect to their general party allegiances. 
That is. the Progressive Republics is. 
the Progressive Democrats and those 
members who are known as Progress, 
ices only. This would mean a caucus 
of legislators favorable to progressive 
legislation. All who remain out of , l| 
caucus would naturally align them¬ 
selves as opponents of (he progress! -e 
program. There would seem to lie no 
reason why progressive legislat ns 
could not work In harmony and for 
the common purpose of advancing the 
state's interests, leaving party desig¬ 
nations and differences to political 
campaigns Jt is also being urged ty 
the California Outlook that the old lin • 
of patronage divison he done away witn 
and that each member of the legisla¬ 
ture. no matter what his political af¬ 
filiations, he given the same treatment 
as his fellows 7’he members of the 
legislature were elected by the people 
to d" the people's business, and it s 
obvious that they ought to have every 
facility for performing their duties
